from the national guard will not be 
granted enlisted men solely because 
they are married, 
according to in- 


structions sent out to adjutant gener- 
ate t-y 'he militia bureau. Where a 
soldier has independent means which 
will prevent his family from, becom- 
ing a charge upon the government, he 
will not be mustered out. 


The war department has been flood- 


ed since the original order was Issued, 
with inquiries and protests from both 
officers 
and men 
of the 
national 
guard many of whom, have been di5- 
charger against their wishes, because 
they were married 
men. A supple- 
mentary 
statement of 
policy 
wos 
necessary as in numerous cases na- 
tional guard regiments are being re- 
duced to mere skeleton organizations 
by rigid application of the 
depedent 


family rule. 


Want No Dependents. 


The war department 
is resolved, 


however, to relieve the government of 
the necessity 
of taking care 
of the 
families of men who join the colors. 
More than $4,000,000 was disbursed in 
this way as a result of the Mexican 
border mobilization. 
The bureau let- 


ter follows: 
"With reference to circular letters 


from this bureau dated April 9, 1917, 
authorizing discharge of all enlisted 
men of the national guard who have 
families dependent urron them, for sup- 
,port, the members of which would be- 
come a charge upon the government, 
in case they were called into the fed- 
eral service, you are advised the dis- 
charge of men solely because of the 
fact that they are married or have 
families, is not authorized. 
"When a man's means are ample for 


the support of his 
family in his nb- 
sence or where his business can be 
so conducted in his abs'ence as to af- 
ford means of support to his family, 
discharge should not be granted. 
"The object of discharging men as 
provided in the 
circular 
letter of 


April 'J. above referred to, is to avoid 
working a hardship upon dependent 
members of their families, and to ob- 
viate the necessity of payment of ben- 
efits (o such members, while the sol- 
dier is in federal service." 


Holway Sends Protest. 


Madison, Wis.. April 20.—Maintain- 


ing that the war department's recent 
order to discharge all married men in 
the national guard will rob the serv- 
ice of a majority of the old and tried, 
non-commissioned officers in 
Wiscon- 


sin,

most respectfully protests not against 
the general policy of such discharges,

and officially communicated'to this of- 
fice April the 12th, 1917.

effect of such application will be the 
enforced discharge of the majority of

Were More of Elderly People. 


—No Contagious Disease 


Fatality. 


Janesvilte's health officer, Dr. S. B. 
Buckmaster, this morning filed his re- 
port for the year -with City Clerk J. P. 
Haromarlund. The 
most 
important 
phase of the communication was the 
note that during the-year (and for four 
years past) no deaths occurred 
from 
any of the acute contagious diseases, 
though numerous cases of scarlet 
lever and measles were prevalent, the 
number of cases of measles, however, 
being leas than one-tenth as many as 
the preceding year. 
The vital statistics 
record showed 
an absence of any small-pox 
during 
the past twelve months. Other con- 
tagious cases tabulated are as follows: 
Scarlet 
fever, 
forty-eight; 
tubercu- 
losis, average number of cases, twen- 
ty; measles, 
eighteen; chicken pox, 
six; diphtheria, flve; typhoid 
.fever, 
two and 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 


one. 
, 
"The unusual prevalence of scarlet 
fever necessitated much fumigation, 
•the report reads, "and during the year 
410 rooms in homes, .besides seveial 
school buildings and numerous school 
rooms were 
fumigated—-where 
this 
and other contagious diseases had oc- 
cured, 
all done 
personally by 
the 
health officer." 
As registrar of vital statistics, Dr. 
Buckmaster certified to 296 births, 1S.S 
marriages and 237 deaths. 
"The very severe winter," the doc- 
tor notes, "increased 
the deaths by 
thirty-one over the preceding year, the 
most frequent and leading cause, oe- 
ing pneumonia, from 
which 
thirty- 
seven 
deaths 
occurred during

FOR CITY GARDENS 


Notify Mayor at Once If You Have a 


Vacant Lot.—Girls at High School 


to Join In Movement. 


More land is the great demand of 


those who are fostering the vacant 
lot garden movement 
in 
this • city. 
Plans are being made by a number of 
"organizations, in addition to many in- 
dividuals, to cultivate plots of ground 
in an attempt to fight the impossibly 
high cost of living during the coming 
summer. 
All citizens with land, va- 
cant lota, .tracts of land on the out- 
skirts of the city, or with large yards 
whicb they will turn over in part to 
amateur gardeners, are urged to com- 
municate at once with the city hall, 
giving the location of the plot, a de- 
scription of the land in so far as is 
possible, and the terms upon which 
they will lease the land for the sum- 
mer. 


Mr West of the high school faculty, 
who is taking active directorship of 
the many gardens 
to 
be raised by 
school children, puts in an earnest 
plea for donated land. There are many 
children who are unable to pay any- 
thing for such land,, and whoso gar- 
dens would be a Godsend to their par- 
ents. In their behalf Mr. West makes 
his plea to property owners. 
Mr. West has conducted a seed 
agency all during the spring, and can 
be consulted by all who wish either 
vegetable seed or seed potatoes. He 
has on hand 
information 
regarding 
most of the surplus seed and will di- 
rect gardeners to those who can sell. 
.Information is sought regarding seed 
potatoes and 
barley 
especially, and 
anyone with such seed for sale i3 
urged to notify Mr. West that he may 
direct purchasers to them. 
Entrance of the girls into the garden 
movement is contemplated in a pro- 
posed Girls' Garden club, to be organ- 
ized! at the high school under the di- 
rection of Miss Sprague of the biology 
department. 
There are now a large 
number of girls enrolled in her field 
botany work, and it is her hope to in- 
terest them in a garden club, which 
can be successfully 
carried on with 
the assistance of Mr. West and his ad- 
vanced agricultural students. 
The warm weather and rains of the 
last two days have spurred the city 
gardeners into action, and requests for 
information have 
been 
received in 
great numbers by Mr. West. That the 
entire city is taking to the idea, with 
the realization that it is not only a 
patriotic duty but a real necessity, is 
evident from the demand for seeds and 
land 
Manufacturing concerns, neigh- 


borhoods, schools, and many other or- 
ganizations are 
pushing 
the rnove- 
rnert, and many who in the past have 
never considered the raising of a veg- 
etable garden are this spring putting 
in all their spare time with a shovel 
and hoe.

Feed Wheat to World 


Chicago, April 20.—Possession of a 


source of wheat supply, capable of 
feeding the entire world, is one of the 
stakes at issue in the fighting ia 
Mesopotamia and on the 
a«Uoin^ 
fronts, 
asserts 
Prof. John . Adams 
Scott of the Northwestern university. 
Chicago, who is an international au- 
torlty on the oriental countries. 
In describing the commercial and 
military possibilities in the country 
bevond Bagdad, Prof. Scott said: 
'"There is no doubt that the English 
are now trying: to close the door by 
which any new troops 
can 
reach 
Mesopotamia. 
It is computed that 
ancient Babylonia and the territory 
under its control- covered only about 
one-flfth of Mesopotamia, yet the soil 
was so fertile and free from, defects 
which produce famine that it support- 
ed in wealth a population greater than 
the state of Xew York now possesses. 
When Darius was defeated by Alex- 
ander there was found in the vaults 
of Darius gold and silver to the value 
of 4650,000,000. 
"If all of Mesopotamia can come 
under the control of one great nation 
so that there can be a comprehensive 
and unified development of reservoirs 
and irrigation, it is safe to say that 
it will be the richest land on earth, 
since no other land has soil made, in 
alluvial deposits and which contains 
15 per cent of lime. It is this 1 me 
beyond ail else which 
makes 
this 
country 
BO valuable, 
and 
which 
makes rust, mildew and kindred evils 
impossible.
